A MOTHER'S REPENTANCE 


THE STORY OF MRS. WM. SHEPHERD'S

Falling to Reform His Tippling Wife, a Hus-

She is a 

daughter of Charlies 

Creighton, who was for 

years door-keeper at the 

Merchants’ Exchange 

and Olympic Theater. 

He died some years ago. 

His daughter married 

Mr. Shepherd, a paper- 

hanger. For awhile 

they lived happily to- 

gether, but she appears 

to have become pos- 

sessed of an appetite for beer and their 

troubles commenced. He endeavored to re- 

form her, failed and then abused her, Fin- 
ally the climax came. 

One night early last July she partook too 
freely of the frothy liquid and fell into a 
heavy drunken slumber in her house at Twen- 
ty-first and Biddle streets. When she awoke 
in the morning all the -doors and windows of 
the house were open and her hus- 
band and three children were gone. 
One was a girl of 6 years, another 
a boy of 4 years and the third a suckling babe 
of3 months, who had been stolen from his 
mother’s bosom while she slept. Theun- 
fortunate woman was almost crazed when she 
discovered that all

aroused the neighborheod, and when 
she had partially recovered from 
her first shock of grief she 
reported the matter to the police 
of the Third District sub-Station. Then 
she called at the office of the Chief of Police, 
where she also made a reporf ofthe matter. 
While there the woman solemniy declared 
that she she would follow her nusband around 
the world if necessary, untilshe had recov- 
ered her children. She would get them back if 
the remainder of her life. 
what seemed to worry her most was that her 
babe should be taken from her before he was 
old enough to recognize her. She feared the 
child would forget his mother altogether. 
The police paid little attention to her vow 
that she would follow her husband until she 
recovered the children, but later develop- 
ments proved how earnest she was. 

Mrs. Shepherd knew her husband bad a sis- 
ter living somewhere near Deakwood, Dak., 
and she suspected he had gone there with the 
children.

the names of ocertain streets. This 
was discussed for some time and 
then recommended to the Committee on 
Streets and Public Highways. Oné or two 
Suggestions in the ordinance started anotner 
discussion, which finally wound up with a de- 
cision on the part of the board that it would 
be a very good idea to go to wurk and give the 
whole citya thorough revision in regard to 
the matter of street naming. Two or three 
streets were mentioned which were calculated 
to be a little confusing to one not thoroughly 
acquainted with them. For example, there 
were cited Herbert street, Hebert street 
and Heber street, all of which 
sound much alike and are widely 
separated from each other in point of location, 
Lucas place, Lucas avenue and Locust street 
was another illustration of the confusion of 
names which in many instances lead to the 
miscarriage of letters and sometimes dim 
culties over records of a public or legal nat- 
ure. This work of straightening out the 
names of the streets can be carried to almost 
any extent, and there is a great deal of room 
for improvemennt in that direction as there 
are streets in the city which have one name at 
one polat and a few squares further 


an entirely different one. Then there are 
streets which bear the same names as avenues, 
but which are in no e as far as 
location is concerned. Names that are often 
confounded are Juniata and Juanita, Benton 
place and Benton street, Vandeventer avenue 
and Vandeventer place, which run at right 
angles to each other; Cabanne avenue and 
Cabanne place, and anumber of others of a 
similar kind. 

After the board had finished the street- 
namin discussion the matter of 
arranging the specifications and eon 
tracts for street sweeping were taken bold 
of and arranged to the satisfaction of the 
members. Most of the afternoon was devoted 
to drawing plans and specifications for the 
lighting of the city by electricity. The board 
has vertisements now in several of the 
prmetpat newspapers in thie city, New York, 

hiladeiphia, Boston and Chicago, asking for 
bids for the work of lighting the city by means 
of electricity, and the idea is to draw up an 
ordinance for submission to the Municipal 
Assembly at an early date, which will provide 
for that means of illumination. 


The Gas Commission. 


The Gas Commission held a short meeting in 
the alayor’s office at 1 o’cloeck to-day. In ac- 
cordance with the terms of the concurrent 
resolution passed by the Council and the House 


some time ago Mayor Allen submitted to 
the commission an advertisement to be pub-

Two letters were sub- 
mitted by the Mayor and approved by the 
commission, one of them tothe President of 
the St. Louis Gas Co. and the other to the 
President of the Laclede Gas Co., explainin 
the stand taken by the city in the matter an 
urging upon trem the necessity of a conference 
on the subject of purchasing the existing 
— under the terms provided in the resolu- 
on. 

It is probable that a conference will be held 
withthe local gas people some time next 
week. Inthe meantime the advertisements 
will be published and figures obtained from 
outside companies. 


The People’s Railway. 


City Counselor Bell has given his opinion on 
the question of the People’s Railway exten- 
sion bill in compliance with a request made 
by the House of Delegates at the last meet 


ing of that body. There isa bill before the 
House which provides for a substitute to a bill 
already passed. The existing bill gives the 
People’s Railway a right of 1 Grand 
avenue from Lafayette avenue to Tower Grove 
Park, and the bill now before the house pro- 
vides that this extension be made along 
Compton avenue, instead of along Grand.

MRS. GEORGIE KNAPP’S EXPERIENCE WITH 
DEPUTY CORONER DUNBAR. 


A Cold-Blooded Official Who Thrust Himself 

Into a Dying Woman’s Chamber—Her 

; Physician Lifts Him Out by the Coat Col- 

_ lar—Coroner Frank Will Investigate the 
Matter—The Inquest Held To-Day. 


This morning Public Administrator Tittman 
took charge of the estate of the late Mra. 
Georgia Knapp, who shot herself at the St. 
James Hotelon Saturday evening and died 
there yesterday morning. Coroner Frank be- 
gan the inquest on the body, which is lying 
at Lynch's rooms on Olive street, at 
2 o’slock this afternoon. He only 
went into the facts surrounding the 
case far enough to establish the fact of sui- 
cide. The woman’s previous history and the 
nature of the troubles which led to the deed 
were not gone into, as the Coroner thought 
his duty ended when he had established the 


suicide. 
BEFORE rut INQUEST 


there was a little scene in Coroner Frank's of- 
fice at the Four Oourts. Marshall F. McDonald, 
who is representing the = relatives of 
Mrs. Knapp called there after a thorough ex- 
amination, with the Public Administrator, of 
the dead wQman’s house, 1439 Wright street. 
He told Coroner Frank that he had found the 
house in frightful disorder, the contents of 
trunks strewn over the floor, albums open and 
lying on the floor, and pictures missing from 
one ofthe aibums. He had understood there 
was a bank book found there on Saturday 
night by Deputy Coroner Edward Dunbar, 
who ‘had examined the house without 
authority, and who was responsible 
for the disorder of the apartments. 


This bank book the Public Administrator and 
Mr. McDonaid had been unable to ud. They 
believed the — 2 Coroner had possession 
of that book and some papers that were also 
missing. 
CORONER FRANK 

said Dunbar had made no report to him of 
property found.

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Tsateen of China Now Has Th 0 
Have Six Hundred. 


From the New York Sun. eS 2 
Dispatches from Washiugton a few days ago 
informed us that the Emperor of China had 
been provided with what seems to Americans 
to be unbounded domesticity, to wit: One 
consort, Yeh-ho-na-la, daughter of Deputy 
Lieut.-Gen. Knel Hsiang; one secondary con- 
sort of the first rank, Ta-ta-la, daughter of 
Chang Heil, some time Vice-President of an 


imperial board, and one concubine of the 
second rank, also uamed Ta-ta-la, and also 
daughter of Chang Hail. 

It is nearly fifteen years since the present 
Emperor of China, Tsateen, succeeded to the 
throne. He was then only a baby. He will 
come into possession of his royal domestic 
household on his 18th birthday. He is not the 
son of the last Emperor, but is one of the 
numerous Princes of the realm from whom 
any one might have been selected as the head 
of the Chinese religious System and nominally 
ofthe empire The late Emperor was a cousin 
of the present incumbent. He died of small- 

ox and the Empress soon followed him. The 
at her of the present Emperor was Ch’an, sev- 
enth son of the Bmperor Tuokwung. who died 
in 1850. Chinese diplomacy, full of intricue 
and civil service reform ideas, is responsibie 
for the choice of Teateen, for on account of 
extreme youth the powers that were at the 
time believed that they could retain contro! of 
the Government longer in that way that by 
electing an older Prince. China, in spite of 
many ideas to the contrary, is somewhat 
democratic as regards the succession of Em- 
perors to the throne. It would take thousands 
of words to explain the intricate workings of 
the Chinese system. There are a gree many 
members or the imperial household in China, 
and there is no parliamentary body to appro- 

riate funds for their support. The result 
srather mixed, and tt is well nigh hope- 
less to attempt to unravel the thread of their 
relations to themselves andto the common- 
wedith. The interesting fact remains, which 
may be explained, that Tsateen, having ar- 
rited at his majority, #0 to@peak, has entered 
upom a responsible career, and may find him- 
self in the curse of thirty years the father of 
a famsily that will strain his imperial purse to 
supply with rice and birds’ nests. 

Bree wives may be Very well for a lad of 18, 
but they are not a marker to what a grown 
man must have, especially an Emperor; but 
the ruler’s life is so ensbrouded with mysti- 
cism and intrigue that none but the highest 
officiais of the State have any correct 
idea of what it is like. Theo- 
retically he is invisibie. Certainly 
heis theSon of God and the head of the 
church from the Chinese point of view. As 
such he is held in the highest esteem by the 
populace. 

One of the most patient students of Chinese 
affairs ie Mr. H. B. MeDowell, now of this 
city. He said yesterday: 

‘*As the essential element of all Chinese life 
is religion, t is probable that the Emperor's 
career is governed by much the same rules 
that apply to other men in China of high 
rank. The history of previous Emperors —4 
titles this view. At the age of 16 a China- 
man emerges trom boyhood or infancy 
as in our customs an man attains his 
majority 21, though the parallel is 
not exact. For the pen mn tg is 
closely analogous to the ancieht Roman pro- 
gression of the individual. At 18 a young 
Roman became ‘adolescens.’ At 20 theChina- 
man advances another step, and becomes 
‘juventus, according to the Roman standara. 
From that time on his standing in the com- 
munity improves withevery decade. At 30 he 
is marriageable, or, more plainiy, he ought 
to be married, and after that time he selects 
his wives to please himself. When he is 40 he 
is capable ofihoilding pubUctofice, and at 530 he 
can advance a step in bis Oficial position. 80 
again at 60 the dignity of his relation in 
creases. 
A lad of 18 is provided with domestic help- 
mates by bis father. From now until the Em- 
peror is 30 his wives and concubines will be 
selected for him. After that he may choose 
and bargain for himself. The three domestic 
Ssymmpthizers with whom he has already been 

rovided represent the nucleus of his future 
jarem, and the consummation may be any 
number which he chooses to support. The 
imperial harem of China is the largest lu the 
world. The Sultan's will not compare with it. 
Many Chinese Emperors have had as many as 
600 wives. Out ot all these, however, there is 
but one genuine wife, in our understanding of 
the term. She ie the first, or in this instance, 
Yeh-ho-na-ta. Normally ber first-born son 
will succeed to the throne, though events may 
so happen that, acoording to Chinese policy, 
some otherof the Emperor's offspring will be 
selected. The one real wife is at the head of 
the household. Beside her there may be any 
number of secondary wives, equally iegiti- 
mate, but of lower rank. The eoncubines 
correspond nearly to the mistresses of Ku 
roseans, but their offspring are not socially so 
degraded as they would be aecording to our 
civilizatfon.’’ 

What are the relations of the Emporor’s 
children to the community or to the State?’’ 

‘*To ͤ understand that you must remember 
that the father, until his death, is.the abso- 
lute head and ruler of the family. The Chinese 
father is responsible for the support of ail his 
children. No exception to this rule is made in 
favor ot tbe Emperor. Of course he secures 
funds for his household by taxation, but the 
Chinese taxation isa system of apn = The 
mandarin equeezes the people of his province 
and the Emperor squeezes the mandarins. It 
the ‘Book of Rites,’ according to which ail 
Chinese conduct is . regulated, did not com- 
mand by religious law such exactions, the 
Emperor, with his numerous family, 
might find hémeecitf sadly pushed to 
meet his living expenses, for he is no 
absolute monarch, as most people suppose. 
In fact. he has less political power and influ- 
ence than Queen Victoria. His sacred po- 
sition as the chief of the Chinese religious sys- 
tem enables him to exhort money for the 
the maintenance of his large household. His 
children are in some senses unfortunate. 
There is no recognized place fur them in the 
State, andthough they are highly respected, 
because of their blood, they can command no 
income, and in themselves have no influence. 
Every one of them, however, to the son of the 
last concubine, is a most eligible parti, matri- 
monially considered, and a great many of 
them are disposed of conveniently by 
marrying a heavily dowered daughter 
of an ambitious or unlucky family, 
If a man has a large number of daughters it is 
unauspicious and an alliance with a person of 
royal blood will break the luck. Other sons 
of the Emperor are highly educated and put 
through the famous examinations until they 
become literati of the highest rank. That 
makes them eligible for the state 2 
and thereafter they have no great difficulties 
with life. The literary examinations are sup- 
posed to be strictly impartial, and in general, 
they probably are, but it is nevertheless odd 
that sons of Emperors almost uniformly pass 
with the very highest marks. 

„Is it probable that the present Emperor 
will take any more wives to higself before he 
is 307 

Oh, yes, but they will be selected for him. 
His own choice will doubtless have weight in 
the selection, but@ormally he will be passive 
in the negotiations. There is another inter- 
esting point about the Emperor’s children. 
They may not be permitted to live long 
enough to be a burden to him. It is legal for 
a Uhinese father to kill his child at any time 
before the infant is five days old. Usually three 
days after birth achild is laid upon the floor 
and the father lifts bim up. This, with certain 
utterances and ceremonies is called consecra- 
tion. sy it the child’s soul is born. An un- 
consecrated child has no soul, and therefore 
there is no loss if he or she is killed, bui it 
must be done within five days. Girls as well 
as boys are consecrated, but itis a mooted 
theological question whether girls have souls 
or not. Chinese philosophers are divided on 
the. matter. This strange belief has stimu- 
lated infanticide to a terrible degree. The 
country pro slowly and one of the 
signs of progress is an order issued in recent 
times by the mandarins condemning infanti- 
cide. It is not believed that the order has had 
a great effect et.

CONGRESSMAN OATES’ NATURALIZATION 
BILL REGARDED WITH MUCH FAVOR. 


Provisions of the Measure—Whoeolesale Dis- 
charge of New York Custom-House Em- 
ployes—Acts Approved by the President— 
Report of the Swaim Ketiring Board— 
The Tariff Debate— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 22.—Mr. 
Oates’ sub-committee on naturalization to- 
day reported to the Judiciary Committee of 
the House the bill which it had pre- 


pared in lieu of aN others amendatory 
of the naturalization laws. The pro- 
visions of this bill, briefly stated, 
are arequirement that an alien must reside 
five years in the United States before he can 
become a citizen ; that at the expiration of that 
time he must appear in court and prove his 
residence, good moral character and fitness 
for citizenship. In the case of a 
United States Court notice of his 
intention must be served on the Representa- 
tive of the United States, and likewise in the 
case of a State Court, the representative of the 
State Government must be notified and 
attend the hearing. The present require- 
ment of a declaration of intention to become 
a citizen is dispensed with. The bill was or- 
dered to be printed. The views that were ex- 
pressed this morning appeared to indicate 
favorable disposition of the bill.

Sill another trick is that by whicha 
person who liked that sort of thing may ap- 
to be photographed riding upon a fiyin 
goose ora fish, or any other desired style o 
ridiculous locomotion. This is done by the 
subject holding upon his lap a huge piece o 
white or sky-tinted card, with the fancifu 
figure r it. His face appears above the 
upper edge of the card and seems, in the pict- 
ure, joined to the funny little body mounted 
on the goose or fish. The statue picture is 
made by about the same device.

WILL TEXAS LOSE HER VOTE? 

The failure of the Texas Electors to in- 
dorse as required by law the sealed en- 
velope inclosing the certified lists of their 
votes for President and Vice-President 
was a very serious blunder, and no pains 
should be spared in securing a timely cor- 
rection. The prescribed indorsement is 
needed to guide the President of the Sen- 
ate in breaking the seals in the presence 
of the two houses, and laying the certi- 
fied lists before them to be counted. It is 
a very important safeguard. But it by 
no means follows that such a blunder 
should prevent the counting of lists over 
which no dispute or contest has arisen. 

The authority of Congress to prescribe 
and to enforce by proper means the forms 
of certification is not doubted, but surely 
it is not authorized to disobey the plain 
mandates of the Constitution under pre- 
tense of carrying outa statute. The Texas 
Eleotors fully observed all the reqirements 
of the Constitution when they made dis- 
tinct lists of their votes,’’ certified them 
and transmitted them, “sealed and di- 
rected to the President of the Sen- 
ate.“ This much having been done the 
Constitution. commands that “ Presi- 
“dent of the Senate shall, in presence of 
“the two Houses, open all the certificates, 
“and the votes shall then be counted. 

If the certified lists are not all“ 
opened, the counting is not in accordance 
with this mandate. If they are other- 
wise properly certified and identified and 


Jare presented to the two houses in such a 


way as to leave no doubt of their identity, 
a refusal to count them on account of 
some minor formality not prescribed by 
the Constitution would be, under some 
circumstances, a very dangerous attempt 
by Congress to set aside, with a statute of 
its own making, the supreme law of the 
land. 
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BEN’S NEW BROOM. 

Gen. HARRISON probably sees his way 
clear to keep his promise about making 
no removals on mere partisan grounds, 
and yet to removea great many Demo- 
crats for violating the ethics of civil- 
service reform. 

A civil-service reform order, issued at 
the command of President HaRRISON by 
Secretary of State DANIEL WEBSTER, to 
all the heads of departments, March 20, 
1841, is now published as the platform on 
which the grandson stood even before he 
accepted the Chicago platform and 
pledged himself so earnestly to advance 
the civil-service reform idea. This Web- 
ster letter is emphatic against acts brinz- 
ing ‘‘the patronage of the general gov- 
“ernment into conflict with the freedom 
‘fof elections; against partisan activity 
or interference in elections by Federal 
officials; against the payment of contri- 
butions or assessments on salaries for 
party or election purposes; and it gives 
notice that all such acts will be regarded 
by the President as good cause for re- 
moval. 

The official death knell of a good many 
Democratic officeholders may be heard 
tolling in nouncertain tones through the 
sentences of this letter. Few of them, 
even if innocent, would care todeny that 
they had contributed of their means to a 
Democratic cause, or that they had been 
active in promoting that cause in the re- 
cent contest. The officeholders under 
VaN BUREN found that Webster letter a 
pretty effective broom, and doubtless it 
will sweep the post-offices as clean now as 
it did then. 


THE idea that the United States could 
“whip all creation” was part of the 
American nature even from the puny 
infancy of the Republic, and noth- 
ing has ever occurred to weaken the idea 
in thaleast. To suppose that the 60,000,- 
000 of American people would now hesi- 
tate a moment about going to war against 
Germany or any power on earth in de- 
fense of the rights or the honor of our 
flag would be simply idiotic. Show them 
a wrong or an irsult unatoned for, and no 
boshy rhetoric or hysterical exhortations 
from the press would be required to work 
up a war feeling. The more formidable 
the aggressive power, the more prompt 
and irrepressible would their resentment 
be. But it seems verily idiotic to sup- 
pose that Germany would at this time 
resist any reasonable and proper demand 
from the United States, and go out of her 
way to give France such an opportunity 
as would accrue from a war between 
Germany and the United States.

The mania for competitive examinations as 
a sovereign test of merit has nowhere done 
more damage than in our public schools, and 
therefore the report of the Committee of the 
Board of Education exposing its destructive 
effects is a hopeful sign of coming reform in 
the school system. This rage for examining 
and marking is at the bottom of the whole 
trouble with the schools, It makes of them 


‘machines for the torture of pupils and teach- 


ers, instead of seminaries for the useful in- 
struction of boys and giris. The 
places of teachers and their 
chances of promotion are made 
to depend on their ability to cram their 
classes, so that when the dreaded examiner 
comes around he shall find that the children 
are all shaped according to one mould, and 
with one voice are able to answer his routine 
questions. The anxiety of the teacher, there- 
fore, is not to impart knowledge and train 
young intellects, but to discipline the class 
that it shall make a good appearance before 
the examiners. Whether the children under- 
stand the subjects about which they answer 
so glibly is a matter of no consequence so long 
as the teacher gets the marks requisite for 
promotion.

There is an 
apparent contradiction between the reports re- 
ceived via San Francisco and those via 
Auckland the former having it that the 
American houses were burned by the Germans 
and the latter that the German Consul’s resi- 
dence and two German houses adjoining 
were destroyed, presumediy by Mataafa’s 
people. It is probabie, however, that both 
accounts are correct, that brought by the 
German gunboat Eber to New Zeajand yester- 
day being necessarily of a later date, as that 
vessel was reported to be still at Apia, when 
the steamer Alamada, which brought the news 
to San Francisco, left the islands. 

Mataafa had threatened to destroy German 
property if the Germans continued to fire 
upon his people, and in all likelibood he had 
occasion to carry out his threat after the burn- 
ing of the American houses in Matagafgel 
by the Germans. Engiand is quite as 
much interested as the United States 
in the affair now that British 
property and subjects are imperilled. In the 
absence of official or authentic advices from 
the scene of disturbance the British Govern- 
ment bas not followed the course of the 
United States in taking decided action, but it 
is reported that Lord Salisbury has assured 
Mr. Pheips, the American Minister, that Eu- 
giand will co-operate with the United States 
in putting a stop to German agression in 
Samoa if international law and treaty stipula- 
tions have been violated. 

THE GERMANS PERPLEXED. 

If the German Government has received an 
official report of the latest proceedings in the 
Samoas from the Eber at Auckland it has not 
thought best to make it public. The meager 
dispatches received over the New Zealand and 
Australian cables is all we have, and it simply 
states thatthe German Consulate and store- 
houses had been destroyed and that fighting 
had ceased. It is quite evident that the 
prompt action of the American Government 
in ordering men-of-war to Samoa has per- 
plexed the Germans as much as it has 
pleased the British authorities. It is is stated 
on trustworthy authority that the British 
Government has decided to uphold the treaty 
by the terme ot which European powers are 
precluded from obtaining or attempting to ob- 
tain dominance in Samoa. The Government 
has been fully informed of and shares in the 
United States Government’s view on the sub- 
ject. Itis agreed that the action of the Ger- 
man agents in Samoais opposed to the letter 
and spirit of the treaty and that it violates 
diplomatic etiquette and endangers the good 
relations so necessary for Europeans to pre- 
serve when dealing with semi-barbarous 
nations. Dispatches to this effect have been 
sent to Berlin. 

IMPORTANT NEWS. 

Lord Salisbury’s latest news from Apia is of 
@ threatening nature. In consequence of 
these advices the British fleet in the Pacific 
will be increased immediately by at least two

rd Salisbury yesterday, Count Von Hatsz- 
feldt, the German Ambassador, had an inter- 
view with the Prime Minister. In expldhation 
of the Auckland dispatch an authority on the 
subject says: 

The commander of the Eber states that 
all is quiet in Samoa, and there is 
no fighting, but at the same time 
he adds that the German Consulate 
and the four German stores have been 
destroyed by fire. To those who have fol- 
lowed the course of events in Samoa and 
who know something of the German proceed- 
ings, this ie more significant than at first 
would appear. It either means that the Ger- 
mans have carried out their threats to bom- 
bard Apia and burn the town and that in the 
general conflagration their own property did 
not escape, or that the Samoans, driven to des- 
peration, bave at last retaliated against Ger- 
man property. 

The American Men -of- War. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dmrarcn. 
WasHinetor, D. C., January 22.—The 
troubles in Samoa form the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation in this city. The State Depart- 
ment is saying little and the German Minister 


still less, but it is impossible to visit either the 
State Department or the German Legation 
without being impressed with the laborious 
silence, which is much more ominous than 
any talk could be. The State Department ot - 
ficiais are waiting with more or iess anxiety 
tor the arrival of the mall from San Francisco, 
which is bringing the rescued fr ents of 
the American flag which was burned in Samoa 
and the full details of the stirring events of 
which this Government was briefly advised by 
cable a week age. This mail will probably 
not reach Washington before Saturday. 

Our ships, which are on their way to Samoa 
now, are in every way superior to the ships 
which are now flying the German ensign in 
Samoan waters and we have almost as many 
ships available for service in Samoa as the 
German Empire has. Mostofthem, however, 
are at present on the Atlantic side of the oon - 
tinent. But, fortunately, nobody considers 
them necessary at the§present time. The Ger- 
mans have three at Samoa now, the Olga, the 
Adler and the Eber. We have but one ship oa 
the ecene at present, the Nipsio, but there are 
three others either on the way to Samoa or 
under orders to start. The Trenton sailed a 
week ago, the Vandalia yesterday and the 
Monongahela will sail in a few days. 

The Trenton is the flag ship of Admiral Kim- 
berly. She has the Admiral and his staff on 
board and is commanded by Capt. Farquhar. 
She is a wooden steam vessel and was launched 
from the Yd yard at New York in 1877. Her 
length is 28 feet and her speed 12.6 knots an 
hour. She carries two 20-pounder rifies,ten 8- 
inch mugzie-loading rifles, two 38-inch rifies, 
one 12-pound howitzer and one short gatlin 
gan.

THE RICE PLANT PROSPECT. 


Retarded by the Floodsand Pending Con- 
gressional Action. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 22.—Owing to the 
unsatisfactory services of the year just past 
and the reveges of the floods, the riqe plant 
prospect isnot very good. Interviews] with 
planters on the Savannah and Ogechee Rivers 
elicit the Information that very little plow- 
ing bas been done thus far and many of them 
have not yet burned their stubble. Two 
years of successive losses to crops and 


wide-spread damages to banks and gates have 
greatly discouraged the up-river planters. 
The greater part of the lands so situated it is 
not believed will be put in as good condition 
as last year or cultivated on as systematic a 
plan. On the contrary, much of it will be 
rented to colored tenants, and if there are no 

reat freshets fair crops may be expected, 

ut the expense it would entail to 
bring the banks to the condition they 
were in before the floods of last year swept 
through them will hardly be undertaken by 
planters this peop coon on no great 
scale. Inside of or rather below the freshet 
banks, there will be no falling off inthe rice 
acreage. It is true that the losses on these 
lands were very heavy, but they were more 
the result of continuous wet weather, which 
prolonged the harvest and rotted gor deterio- 
rated the grain. 

Some of the plantations were inundated, but 
the loss was heavier from the wet weather 
than from the overflow. Planters say that

Latter Day Sainte—The Extinct Muggleton- 
ians—Wahemanites—Remarkabie Faiths 
and Creedsof the Nineteenth Century— 
Religions That Differ From the Orthedox.

Men take many and varied methods of fight- 
ing their way to heaven. The organizations 
which have arisen in the world’shistory, each 
of them claiming to be specially the people of 
the Almighty’s choice, are so numerous as to 
make it certain that some of them at least 
must have been mistaken. Between the rigid 
ranks of Calvanism and the rowdy rioting of 
the Salvation Army a wide gulf r 
but it is closely dotted by little islands, many 
of which represent some long exploded fal- 
lacy or some still prevalent faith. Some of 
the more remarkable of these beliefs are men- 
tioned below. 

Thie gentury has witnessed a revival, among 
many scattered sects, ofthe belief that mon 
filled with the spirit of God can speak with 
tongues, prophesy and work miracles of heal- 
ing and power. Perhaps the most notable 
denomination of this description isthe Cath- 
olle Apostolic Church. Its founder was Ed- 
ward Irving, a popular Presbyterian minister 
of London, who died in 18%. His belief 
was that the wonders of the apostolic 
age lay in jfabeyance solely because 
of the faithiessness of the church, 
and that still earnest faitn and prayer would 
produce the results which were the wonder of 


ancient days. Such was the result of his mar- 

velous influence that before long many in his 
congregation claimed to be actually in posses- 
sion of the gifts reterred to, and most remark- 
able scenes ensued. 

Among those who came under his influence 
were two young Scotch giris, Miss Campbell 
ot Roseneath and Miss Macdonald of Port 
Glasgow. Both of them were possessed of 
higbly susceptible natures; th were 
seriously ill when the events recorded 

place. One day, it is said, Miss 
Macdonald suddenly declared: Thie day 
there will be a — 7 baptism of the spirit. 
Shortly afterward er brother Jamessaid: ‘‘I 
have A , and, going to her bed, ordered 
ber to ‘*Arise, anda stand upright!’’ She at 
once did so. Byasimilar power Miss Camp- 
bell was cured of her disease. She was the 
firstto exercise the gift of 3 , and one 
evening startied her friends y shouting 
loudly in a mysterious language. She was 
taken to London, and there the influence 
was 80 expanded that at some of the ser- 
vices both men ahd women were simultane- 
ously ‘‘shouting with superhuman strength in 
an unknown tongue, to the astonishment of 
all who heard and totheir own great edifica- 
tion, for ne that speaketh in an anknown 
con ue edifieth himself. So says Edward 

ng. 

Some of the 1 of the Campbell 
girl, who enjoyed the implicit confidence of 

e sect, were hippo-serostobooros, senoote-

MARVELS IN LABRADOB;: 
Waterfal 


Indians Tell of a Wonderful 
Higher Than Niagara. 


From an Exchange. 

Marvelous stories are related by the few 
Montagnais and Nascapee Indians who have 
penetrated far into the interior of Labrador 
respecting a cataract beneath whose terrific 
leap Niagara pales into insignificance. But 
one white man has ever seen these falls, and 
the Indians’ idea of measurements and dis- 


tances are 80 imperfect that,even where these 
stories agree, itis difficult to deduct from 
them anything like reliable data. An expedi- 
tion 8 8 90 Randal F. Holme, 
F. 8 and, H. Duff, fellow of 
All Souls Colleg Oxtord, to explore 
the interior of es and investigate these 
falls unfortunately failed in its object, the 
explorers having been misled by erroneous 
calculations as to distances and the exact loca- 
tion of the cararact, and compelled to return 
in consequence of running short of provisions. 
They got so near to the object of their ex- 
dition, hewever, that they were enabled 
om the general configuration of the count 
to form what must be a tolerabie correct 
mate as to both the location and magnitude of ‘ 
the cataract. This estimate agrees with the 
description of the d falls furnished by 
Maclean, who visited them in 1839, and whose 
further ‘ae oy into the interior was stopped 
. them. gave the width of the river 
ve the falls as 1,500 feet, but says that the 
t itself is not more than 150 feet across. 
The height of the falls he estimates at 2,000 
feet.

AN INTERESTING STORY ABOUT THE GLOVES 
WHICH BOXERS WEAR. 


How They Are Made, What They Are Made 
Of, and Something About the Punishment 
They Inflict—Old Leaguers’ Records— 
Billy Holbert Tells a Thrilling Story— 
Sporting Notes— Winter Ball Chat. 


Boxing-glove making is a trade at which 
there are few experts. The best gloves are 
made from white kid, stufied with first quality 
or ‘‘long-drawing’’ curled hair. As much 
depends on the pattern of the glove as on the 
quality of the matertal of which it is made. 
The glove should be so formed as to fit the 
hand perfectly when the fingers are closed, 
says the Record of Philadelphia. There should 
be no seam that will out the face of the 
pe hit, and the hair should de 
equa and smoothly packed over the 
whole outer surface. To obtain this end the 
glove or mitten is placed on an iron hand to 
be stuffed. Some experience is required to 
properly stuff a glove, especially if the best 
quality of filling js not used. Cheap stuffing is 
where the cheat lies in boxing-gloves. Hog 
and cow hair, sisal, excelsior, moss, palmetto 
leaf splinters, cane and whalebune shavings 
are some of the substitutes called upon totake 
the place of horse-tails, from which the gen- 
uine curled hair is made. There is alsoa 
great variety of leather used. White kid is 
found only in the highest priced goods. Alum- 
tanned kid looks well, but itis stiff and tender. 
Good chamois skin ranks next to white kid in 
durability, although its yellow color is against

FROM ‘‘SKIN-TIGHTS’’ TO ‘‘SLAPPERS.’’ 

There are six regular sizes of gloves—skin- 
tights, 2,4, 6 and 8-ounce, and ‘‘slappers,’’ 
15 inches long, used in theatrical exhibitions. 
The 8- ounce glove is the one in most common 
yse. It figures in all friendly glove contests 
and is displayed everywhere in sporting-goods 
windows. Athletic clubs, as a rule, prefer 
6-ounce gloves. That is the size used in the 
fights that have recently taken place at the 
California Athletjc Club between Jackson, 
McAuliffe and others. Contests for amateur 
boxing championships are also decided with 
®@ouncers. Four-ounce gloves are in less de- 
mand than any other weight. They are too 
small for a boxing-match and rather large for 
areal fight. Manufacturers frequently re- 
ceive special orders for 8-ounce gloves from 
clubmen. Such an order invariably means 
that a fight is due, for there can be no love

SMALL GLOVES FOR CULTURED “BOSTON. 

Two-ounce gloves are useg & great deal in 
club-room fights, especially," in Boston.

There are 
no patent brass eyelets to scratch and tear 
the flesh. Plain holes punched in the soft 
leather answer every purpose and avoid the 
possibility of blood poisoning. About halfof 
each finger is cut off, thus permitting the 
hand to close perfectly natural. 
THE DAMAGE A BLOW MAY DO. 

Boxing-gloves that won't hurt are not made, 
although some of them are as large as pillows. 
A feather bed handied by a John L. Sullivan 
would leayeasting. The extent of the injury 
from a boxing-giove blow depends: First, on 
the physical condition of the man who is hit; 
second, on the strength of the blow,and third, 
on the size of the glove. A pugilist properly 
trained for a fight will not feel a hard blow 
from a two-ounce glove as much as will a man 
in ordinary condition a slap with the open 
hand. His fleshtbas been hardened by 
work, and any blow not on a vital part or 
that does not cut the skin, goes for but little. 
Gloves with padded heels were introduced 
two or three years ago, but they did not take 
well. They are A good thing, however, for 
boxers who are given to ‘‘heeling’’ in friendly 
séttos. One style of 8-ounce giove is stuffed 
on the inside of the fingers, the stuffing acting 
as a roll in the hand, to grip when the fingers 
are closed. The giove that is most damaging 
to the bones of the hand and fingers is the 
stiff, carelessly-stuffed affair that will not per- 
mit the hand to close naturally. Jack Welch 
sprung sucha pair upon Dominick McCaffrey 
on the occasion of their four-round fight 
on Jobnny Clark’s stage some four years 
ago. McCaffrey could not close his 
properly, so dared not hit with his accus- 
tomed vigor, and consequently Welch escaned 
a knock-out. McCaffrey lamed a hand in that 
bout that troubled him for a year afterward.
